Wilson Refuses to Back Bankers in Siæ 


Power Chinese Loan. 


Administration in Formal Statement Declares for Open 
Door But Declines to Become Party With Other Na- 
tions to Collect Duties to Re pay American Financiers. 
Same Policy Is to Apply to Central American Nations.

ASHINGTON, March 18.— Pres- 

ident Wilson tonight, in a state- 

ment approved by his Cabinet 
after two hours of discussion, an- 
nounced that his administration had 
deciined to request the group of 
American bankers to continue their 
negotiations for participation in the 
$125,600,000 loan desired by the Chi- 
nese government. : 

The statement came as & conse- 
quence of the visit to Washington last 
week of representatives of New York 
banking firms headed by W'iliard D. 
Straight. They conferred with Secre- 
tory Bryan of the State Department, 
who took the situation up with the 
President. Officials of the Chinese 
embassy also discussed the subject 
with Secretary Bryan and the Pres- 
ident. Mr. Bryan was consulted 
about the statement before his de- 
parture for the West. 

While the President's pronounce- 
ment expleined the attitude of the 
United States toward the Chinese 
loan, it Was authoritatively stated to- 
night that the same policy would ap- 
ply throughout the Wilson adminis- 
tration to parallel situations in Cen- 
tral America and elsewhere in which 
the United States was concerned. 


NICARAGUA AND HONDURAS. 


In the last administration Secretary 
Knox urged the passage of two loah 
conventions seeking to rehabilitate the 
finances of Nicaragua and Honduras, 
respectively. The United States was 
to have had a voice in the selection 
of inspectors of customs through 
which medium the interests of the 
American banking firms were to 
protected.

These loan conventions were 
not ratified by the Senate, and the 
Taft administration closed without 
determining how far the American 
government should go in protecting 
its financial firms abroad.

ASSASSIN STRIKES DOWN 
KING GEORGE OF GREECE. 


W orld Is Startled by Terse 
Monarch Had Been Slain 


Queen Alexandra, His Sister, Prostrated by News 


Following so Close Upon

ONDON, March 18.—The official 

world at London and the genera) 

public were startled tonight by a 
terse message from Salonica an- 
nouncing the assassination of the 
King of Greece. Interest in the 
trouhled Balkans has been waning of 
late, but the news of this wholly un- 
expected tragedy caused an instant 
and immense sensation. It was not 
known generally that the King of 
Greece was at Salonica, as nothing 
had been heard of his movements for 
several days. 

Concern regarding the details of 
the assassination was intense, but as 
the hours passed and no further news 
reached London, it became evident 
that a rigid censorship was being 
maintained. 

The strained relations between the 
Greek and Bulgarian contingents at 
Salonica gave Greece the greatest 
fear that the assassination of King 
George might have been incident to a 
clash between the allies; but a mesa- 
sage received at midnight dispelled 
such apprehensions by identifying the 
assassin as a Greek degenerate. An- 


other dispatch referred to him as de- 
mented. 

The British Foreign Office, Marl- 
borough House, where the Queen 
mother Alexandra, sister of the dead 
King, is residing, and the Greek Le- 
gation were besieged by reporters, but 
no one at these places had any in- 
formation except the newspaper bul- 
letin, until nearly 10 o'clock. 

The King and Queen of England 
are in Windsor Castle, and the first 
offictal confirmation of the tragedy 
came to the Foreign Office in a dis- 
patch from Prince Nicholas to Salo- 
nica and was transmitted to Windsor 
and to Marlborough House and then 
given to the public. This dispatch an- 
nounced that the King had been shot 
and had died in half an hour. An- 
other telegram, carrying similar re- 
ports, was received from the Greek 
administrator at Salonica. 

QUEEN ALEXANDRA'S BROTHER. 

The greatest sympathy is felt for 
Queen Alexandra. King George of 
Greece was her favorite brother.

FRENCH CABINET FOUNDERS 
ON SOCIALISTIC SCHEME.

ARIS, March 18.— Deaf to the 
* arguments of the French Premier, 

Aristide Briand, the Senate over- 
threw the government tonight on the 
question of proportional representa- 
tion. The Chamber of Deputies had 
passed this measure by a vote of 339 
to 217, and virtually the whole coun- 
try had been clamoring for the po- 
litical rearrangement provided by this 
bill. 

After the Senate, by a vote of 16! 
to 128, had adopted the amendment 
introduced by Senator Paul L. Fey- 
tral, a Republican Liberal, which 
proposed that the majority should re- 
ceive the whole of the representation, 
the Ministers immediately withdrew 
and held a brief consultation. They 
then proceeded to the Elysee Palace 
and handed their resignations to 
President Poincare. The President 
accepted the resignations, but re- 
quested the Ministers to continue to 
transact current business until their 
successors had been found. 

A Cabinet crisis in the present situ- 
ation in Europe ts considered bad 
enough, but it is pointed out that the

ATHENS, March 18.—King George 
was in his sixty-eighth year and had 
ruled fifty vears. He was a brother 
of Queen Mother Alexandra of Eng- 
land and a son of the late King of 
Denmark. He wes chosen King of 
the Hellenes in 1863 in succession to 
Otho I 

A previous attempt to assassinate 
him was made in 1898, but was frus- 
trated. King George was married in 
October, 1867, to Princess Olga, eld- 
est daughter of the Grand Duke Con- 
Stantine of Russia, a brother of the 
late Emperor Alexander II. 

Crown Prince Constantine, who has 
been in active command of the Greek 
troops throughout the hostilities in 
the eastern part of European Turkey, 
and who was at the head of the army 
which recently captured the Turkish 
fortress of Janina with its garrison of 
32,000 men, wil! succeed his father. 
His wife is Princess Sophia, a sister 
of the German Emperor. 

ADVANCED PROSPERITY. 

King George was often rated as an 
autocratic monarch, but in spirit he 
was democratic and did much for the 
prosperity of Greece, which advanced 
rapidly under his rule. He took great 
iriterest In the organization of the de- 
fensive forces of the country and, 
with the assistance of the Crown 
Prince, brought the army to the state 
of efficiency which enabled it to over- 
come the Turkish resistance at the be- 
ginning of the war. 

His name was mentioned after hos- 
tilities broke out as a candidate for 
the presidency of a permanent fed- 
eration of the Balkan states, consist- 
ing of Bulgaria, Servia, Montenegro 
and Greece. 

When King George arrived in Sa- 
lonica on November 12 with Prince

A great storehouse of dynamic ag- 


ricultural energy, capable of support- 
millions of persons, and with 
surplus foodstuffs for as many mi- 
lions. more, is the verdict on Imperial 
Valley brought back yesterday by 
General Superintendent Platt of the 
Southern Pacific after a week's tour 


of the valley. 


In drawing a picture of the valley's 


future, Platt also drew a comparison 


comparison of what is being done 


on the Mexican side of the valley with 
that on the American side to realize 
the vailey’s possibilities. 

“Cheap and efficient Chinese labor 
is being utilized in the Mexican por- 
tion of the valley to bring the brush 
land into quick and productive culti- 
vation,” said Platt. “I saw evidences 
of prosperity all through the valley, 
but in no place was it more apparent 
than along our line between Packard 
and Pascualitos. In fact, the past 


six months have so changed this por- 


tion of the valley that even I had 


some difficulty in recognizing it. 


“Along the entire east side of our 
line between these two points the 
brush hag been cleared off and the 


soil placed in a high state of cultiva- 


tion. On the west side the clearing 
has been begun, and within a few 
months a strip of land ten miles in 
length and five miles in width—some 
32,000 acres—will be crop-bearing. 
As I see it, this is simply because 


the across-the-border folk have cheap 


and efficient Chinese labor at their 
disposal. No ranch home over there. 
no matter how small, but has its 


e success of the Chinese as 
gardeners is well known. But in the 
Imperial Valley they have climatic 
conditions that seem to suit them, 
and a finer, sturdier body of men I 
have never seen. We don't recognize 
it generally, but the Chinese are an 
agricultural people, a people who are 
never so happy as when close to the 
land. They are the people who, in 
my mind, will make the valley. 
only a year now since the first Chinese 
drifted into its lower end, but in that 
time they have shot that end ahead 
a score of years. 


“Near Packard I saw 400 acres 


planted to cantaloupes, with an even 
greater acreage promised near Ba- 


taques. There is also a large tomato 
acreage near these two places, while 
cotton is recefving the attention that 


it merits, with men who know the 
crop expressing no end of faith in the 
future of the industry, particularly as 
cheap and efficient labor is needed in 
this industry, as well as in the grow- 
ing of the garden crops.

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PATENTS FOR 
ENTRYMEN. 


HE opinion of Judge Conrey in 

the case of the Title Insurance and 

Trust Company versus California 
Development Company, of which a 
summary was published in The Times 
yesterday, is considered of great im- 
portance to the people of the Imperial 
Valley in as much as it authorizes the 
receiver for the California Develop- 
ment Company to enter into contracts 
with se mutual water companies 
to supply them without first requir- 
ing them to pay to the California 
Development Company $10 a share for 
all water stock issued. Thousands of 
persons will be benefited. 

Heretofore the California Develop- 
ment Company had demanded that 
any mutual company receiving water 
from it, must pay $10 a share for ev- 
fery share sold by the mutual com- 


Recently a number of small com- 
panies have been organized and a de- 
mand was made upon the receiver for 
the California Development Company 


charge of 50 cents, without the pay- 
ment of this $10 per acre, or share. 

Receiver Holabird, having a surplus 
of water, was agreeable to the prop- 
osition and an application was made 
to the court to authorize him to fur- 
nish water to Imperial East Side Wa- 
ter Company, Imperial South Side 
Water Company and Water Company 
No. 2. <Attorneys for the creditors 
objected on the grounds that in 
granting this authority the court 
would be doing an injustice to the 
water companies which had already 
paid $10 an acre for the same privi- 


The case was heard by Judge Con- 
rey and in his opinion he says: 

“All of the parties before the 
court, including the plaintiff and the 
various creditors of the defendant, 
agree with the receiver in their opin- 
ion that the receiver should supply 
water to these several companies, or 
their stockholders, and that the pro- 
posed contracts are satisfactory with 
one exception. This exception raises 
the only objection presented for con- 
sideration. 

“A certain paragraph in the pro- 
posed contract is as follows: ‘It is 
further understood and agreed that in 
consideration of the performance .of 
the foregoing agreement on the part 
of the said second party, said first 
party shall relinquish all claims to 
any portion of the receipts from the 
eale of stock of said second party for 
lands within the exterior boundaries 
above described.’ 

“In view of the fact that the claim 
of right above noted has been assert- 
ed, and that certain large creditors of 
the development company continue 
to assert that such right is a valuable 
asset it is not surprising that the 
creditors should object to any trans- 
action which they fear would release 
or diminish the value of that asset. 

“Tt appeared at the hearing to be 
the opinion of the counsel before the 
court, or at least some of them, that 
in authorizing these contracts that 
the court has the power to authorize 
the receiver to make contracts of this 
kind which will be binding beyond the 


period of the p.

The substance of Judge Conrey’s 
finding is that the receiver may make 
contracts with mutual companies 
which will be permanent and need 
not require the payment of $10 a 
share which has heretofore been 
charged.

Office will consider these agreements 
as all that is necessary for entrymen 
to make final proof and obtain their 
patents, and all of the attorneys who 
have been interviewed are of the 
opinion that no appeal will be taken 
by the attorneys for the creditors. 

It will be possibly thirty days be- 
fore the Land Office will get a posi- 
tive decision from Washington, but 
the matter is to be taken up and 
urged to a quick decision just as soon 
as the first final proof is offered on 
any lands involved.

THREAT TO BLOW UP CITY HALD 
TAKEN SERIOUSLY. 


Threats to blow up the City Hall 
and murder Mayor Alexander should 
the latter fail at) once to suppress the 
book recently published by Ortie E. 
McManiga! in which is revealed the 
entire history of the dynamite plot of 
the Bridge and Structural Ironwork- 
ers’ Union, are contained in a letter 
received by the Mayor. 

Couched in strong language, 
breathing the venom of bitter enmity, 
the epistie is signed only with a skull 
and cross-bones, and other symbols 
of destruction. 

The McManigal book contains not 
only a complete expose of the dyna- 
mite plot, including detailed account 
of the destruction of the Times 
Building, but also the views of Mo- 
Manigal on union labor, and it is be- 
lieved that these inspired the letter 
writer. McManigal is credited with 
knowing unionism up and down and 
from center to circumference. 

The book, in consequence, is in- 
herently an argument in favor of the 
open-shop method of employing labor, 
and it is believed that the writer of 
the death-threat realizes that the 
book in-the hands of labor union men 
of the rank and file will make them 
lukewarm in their allegiance to the 
bosses, which depend on dynamite 
to overwhelm the open shop and un- 
trammeled labor.

The pieture doesn’t need coloring in yel- 
low and scarlet. Miss Brooks has been 
investigating the causes that lead up to 
such melancholy results. The cause must 
be discovered before the remedy be 
applied. Where moat legislation fails Ye in 
devising the remedy without first seeking 
the cause. The mass of attempted legis 
lation before the present solons in Sacra- 
mento reminds one of doctors treating 
cases that they have never taken the trou- 
ble to diagnose. This is not Miss Brooks's 
system. 

After careful investigation she has dis- 
covered one of the chief lapses from the 
straight moral path to be caused by “the 
loneliness of small-town girls in great 
cities.” This loneliness, she avers, leaves 
them open to the clever and apparently 
friendly advances of designing men. We 
know that the upright men and women are

“We favor an immediate declaration 
of the nation’s purpose to recognize the 
independence of the Philippine Islands 
as soon as a stable government can be 
established, such independence to be 
guaranteed by us as we guarantee the 
independence of Cuba, until the neu- 
tralization of the islands can be secured 
by treaty with other powers.” 

In 1912 Woodrow Wilson and a majority 
of both houses of Congress were elected on 
a platform which read: 

“We favor an immediate declaration

EACE AND BANKRUPTCY. 
The leading nations of con , 
rope are engaged in a ccstly effort to se 
cure peace by making extensive prepara- 
tions for war. The German peace establish- 
ment is to be raised from 680,000 to 850,000 
men, which will raise annually the military 
estimates to $250,000,000 apart from the 


huge naval estimates. 


Russia proposes to increase her peace es- 
tablishment from 1,300,000 men to 1,450,000 
men, France will tncrease her army on a 
peace footing from 530,000 to 700,000 men. 
Austria is adding 30,000 men to her peace 
army, and Belgium is making large add. 
tions to her little army. Nearly halt a mil- 
lion men altogether will be withdrawn from 
productive industry and added to the 3,000,- 
000 now in barracks and camps. 

This expansion of armies is largely due 
to the apprehension of what may follow 
the Turkish-Bulgarian war. The official 
Nord Deutsches Gazette declares that the 
magnitude of the estimates will not disap- 
point the country and will allay the in- 
creasing national anxiety. It also declares 
that the Reichstag will he asked to sanc- 
tion the raising of funds by a levy on tlie 
fortunes of the richer members of the em- 


pire. 


“German strategy,” says a London cor- 
respondent of a Boston journal, “is based 
on the principle laid down by Gen. Bern- 
hardi that for the purpose of countering 
an attack by the triple entente an immedi- 
ate and overwhelming attack on France is 
denianded. France, aware of this, is mak- 
ing immense efforts to be ready. Messieurs 
Poincare and Briand are in complete agree 
ment as to what is necessary. Conscious 
of the enormous strength of the new France 
they are determined to meet the pressure 


with a counter-pressure.” 


The only preparation that England is 
making seems to be a law to prohibit un- 
licensed aeroplanes from fiying above her 
soil. Any aeroplane observed in the near 
or distant sky will be signalled to come 
dcwn and report. Disobedience will cause 
the machine to be mistaken for a wild 
goose and shot, and if not then brought 
down a description of her will be sent by 
wireless to every part of the British islands. 

From continental warfare Britain will 
keep strictly aloof. She is willing to en- 
gage in an armed contest with any Asiatic 
or African potentate from the Sliah of Per- 
sia to the Ahkoond of Swat: But she has 
not had a war with a first-class European 
power for nearly sixty years and she does 
not propose to engage in a contest wherein 
she has not a ten to one advantage.

The petition states that the bill pro- 
posed “is copied from the Vermont law 
and is recommended with confidence because 
that law has been tested for more than 
100 years and provides for the best and 
cheapest government the world has ever 
known. We have thought that it is safer 
and better to copy a law that has been 
tested and found to be worthy, rather than 
to attempt to originate an entirely new law 
or to attempt any experiment in so im- 
portant matter. Uniform township govern- 
ment is educational, teaching every voter 
that he is a sovereign and that with his as- 
sociate sovereigns be can govern himself 
cheaper and better than he can be gov- 
erned in any other way. Uniform town- 
ship government gave life to this nation: 
and uniform township government must 
defend that life, if our government is to 
continue to be a government of the people 
by the people for the people.”

Rhodium which was ob- 
tained from the Indian reservation 
near Orleans, Northern California. 
The principal use of this metal is for 
high-temperature experiments. Rho- 
dium is worth $175 per troy ounce. 
Palladium occurs native cubically, 
and in primary form that of the octa- 
hedron. 
often composed of diverging fibers. 
This native metal is of metallic lus- 
ter; steel-gray in color, opaque, duc- 
tile and malleable. Hardness, 4.5 to 
„ Sp. gr. 11.6 to 12.14. In com- 
position native palladium is usually 
alloyed with more or less platinum 
and iridium. B. B., the metal is in- 
fusible, with sulphur added to the 
Assa it fuses easily. A nitric acid so- 
lution of palladium is brilliant red in 
color. Palladium was discovered by 
Wollastcn in 1803, and the metal is of 
the same sp gr. as Rhodium, 12.1. 
Its melting point, however, is com- 
paratively low, 1500 deg. „ and 
2732 deg. F. So - called “white gold“ 
(an alloy of gold and palladium) oc- 
curs native, sparingly. Metallic pal- 
ladium is one more rare “white met- 
al,” and it is used in dentistry; in the 
manufacture of scientific instruments, 
etc. Palladium occurs native (and 
sparingly) in Wyoming, near Moapa, 
Utah, and néar Port Orford, Curry 


There is an osmide of 
o.curs native, and in 
composition it carries approximately, 
iridium, 68.13; rhodium, 3.04; ruthen- 
lum, 5.22; osmium, 33.46: copper, 
0.15, percentages respectively. This 
native alloy is sparingly found in un- 
certain hexagonal prisms, but usually 
in irregular flat grains, which grains 
are harder than native platinum, “of 
somewhat paler steel-gray color 
than platinum.” Luster, bright-metal- 
lic; brittle and difficultly malleable. 
Hardness, 7; sp. gr. 21.118. Iridium 
osmide is insoluble in acids. The 
metal Osmium is as hard as quartz, 
and is gray-blue in color; it was dis- 
covered by Tennant in 1803; sp. gr.. 
32.48, it is nearly infusible; its exact 
melting, point is practically unknown, 
but it is very high indeed. Some 
uses for the metal are found in cer- 
tain incandescent lamps, and the 
metal is quoted at $35 per ounce. 


Iridium natively can be referred to 
as present in osmide of iridium 
(iridosmine,) and is associated with 
platinum occurring native sparingly. 
It is a very brittle metal, and glisten- 
ing white in color. Iridium is ob- 
tained as a “sponge” and then fused 
with phosphorus: It was discovered 
by Tennant in 1804; Sp. gr. 22.4: fus- 
ing or melting points (very high,) 
1.960 neg. C., and 3.542 feg. F. - 
lum is but slightly attacked by acids. 
Iridium is used for pen-points; in 
decorative “china” painting, for hard- 
ening platinum, etc. It is worth ap- 
proximately $60 per ounce. 

Practically, the exact fusing points 
of tungsten are unknown, it is very 
high, however; it is said to be 2250 
deg. C., higher than the fusing point 
of iridium, but this is not proven. 
Tungsten (wolfranium) hoes not oc- 
cur native in the metallic form, but it 
is obtained from scheelite, wolfram- 
ite, hubnerite, fiberite, and other min- 
erals carrying tungstic oxide of com- 
merce. The metal can be obtained 
like the metal molybdenum; by the 
ignition of the oxides or chlorides in 
a stream of hydrogen, and in this 
form it is a black powder, and by 
the same method it is obtained “in 
steel-gray crystalline leaflets, having 
@ specific gravity of 19.1. It is very 
hard.” The metal tungsten changes 
to tungsten trioxide (tungstic acid of 
commerce) when ignited in the air.

5.7. Im chemical composition the 
sample carries, approximately: cop- 
per. 77 per cent.; sulphur. 21 per 
cent., and 2 per cent. iron. On char- 
coml, before the blowpipe such cop- 
per-disulphide melts easily after the 
sulphur is driven off, and gives a resi- 
due of a copper globule toated with a 
black scoria, and the mineral forms 
a blue solution with aqueous am- 
monia. The sample. moreover. be- 
longs to that variety of copper ore 
which is referred to by Cornwall 
miners aa “nail-headed copper-ore,” 
from the resemblance to nalil-heads. 
“This resembiance is most striking 
when they form the termination 10 
prismatic crystals,” as shown in the 
sample.

Men Do Not Seem to Suffer After a 
TAttle Time and Eskimos Will Not 
Eat Food With the Ingredient. 

(Harper's Weekly.] Most people 
are in the habit of looking upon the 
articles of our accustomed diet. and 


especially upon salt, as necessities," 
says Stefansson,the explorer. We have 
not found them so. The longer you 
go without grain foods and vegetables 
the less you long for them. Salt I 
have found to behave like a narcotic 
poison—in other words, it is hard to 
break off its use, as it is hard to stop 
the use of tobacco, but after you 
have been a month or so without salt 
you cease to long for it, and after six 
months I have found the taste of 
meat boiled in salt water distinctly 
disagreeable. In the case of such a 
necessary element of food as fat, on 
the other hand, I have found that 
the longer you are without it the 
more you long for it. until the crav- 
ing becomes more intense than is the 
hunger of a man who fasts. (The 
symptoms of starvation are those of 
a disease rather than of being hun- 
gry.) Among the uncivilized Eskimos 
the dislike of salt is so strong that 
a saltiness imperceptible to me would 
prevent them from eating at all.

IS FURTHERED. 


Pasadena Files a Voluminous 
| Court Action. 


W ould Add Ninety-Siz Acres 
to City Park System. 


to Provide Funds. 


— 


PASADENA, March 19.—The rat 
step in the final task ot bringing about 
the large park in the Arroyo Seco that 
Pasadena desires was taken yesterday 
when Assistant City Attorney John 
Munger filed with the Superior Court 
the complaint in a condemnation suit 
in which there are 189 defendants. 

The property that the city seeks thus 
to regain comprises all that is in- 
cluded in the proposed park project 
which is not elther now owned by the 
city or included in the provision for 
which bonds are to be voted on to- 
morrow. About 800 acres of land will 
be involved in the litigation. . The city 
already owns nearly 500 acres, and 
if the bonds which are to be voted on 
this week carry that will add ninety- 
six acres more. 

The proceedings that were begun 
yesterday have nothing to do with the 
proposed purchase that will come be- 
‘fore the voters of the city tomorrow. 
Another bond election will be neces- 
sary to provide for the purchase of 
the property for the acquisition of 
which they are brought. Mayor Thum 
said yesterday that it will prohebly 
be a year or two before the city will 
be ready for an on these 
bonds. 

The complaint was a voluminous 
one. There are 169 pages of type- 
written matter and four pages of 
names of defendants. It will probably 
be some time before the condemna- 
tion proceedings get well under way 
and they will drag along. The City 
Attorney has already been at work a 
long time on the preparation of the 
complaint. 

THE SCHOOL BOARD'S SAY. 

The Board of Education, whose 
clash with the city over the matter 
of a permit for the erection of the 
bulldings of the Polytechnic High 
School group on East Colorado street 
has had the center of the municipal 
stage for several months, yesterday 
issued a long public statement. After 
giving a history of its part in the con- 
troversy, which recently culminated 
in a report by a joint city and school 
district commission, in which numer- 
ous changes in the bullding are rec- 
ommended, the school board concludes 
with the following paragraphs: 

“As regards the report of the com- 
mission which has been referred to, we 
wish to state that on the whole it Is 
fairly satisfactory to the board. 
certain instances we believe it would 
impose unnecessary expense upon the 
district, but we realize that In order to 
have a unanimous report on such 
questions, such report must be in the 
nature of a compromise where each 
side is compelled to yield some of its 
contentions. 

“The changes that would have en- 
tailed the greatest expenses have been 
classed in the ‘desirable’ rather than 
in the ‘required’ list; hence, the rul- 
ings of the commission have elim- 
inated about 90 per cent. of the ex- 
pense that would have been required 
by the changes originally recommend- 
ed in order to make the buildings con- 
form to an. ordinance passed after 
contract was let and the buildings 
well under way. 

“Most of the things recommended by 
the commission were embraced in the 
original plans, but were necessarily 
abandoned on account of excessive 
cost and of desirable enlargement of 
plans to suit our rapidly approaching

WBV FEWER STOPS. 


Dyer the direction of the Board 
of Public Utilities, the Pacific Electric 
Ratllway will begin next Sunday morn- 


ing the experiment 6f running its 
Hollywood line under the system of 
car stops at alternate streets. Stops 
Gutbound will be at streets intervening 
Between the stops of the inbound cars, 
se that no discrimination will be made 
against any particular section. 

The signs showing where cars will 
stop on either outbound or bound 
Tuns are being placed, so that the pub- 
Mc may become familiar with the plan 
before it is put into force. A saving 
of about fifteen minutes may be made 
by the proposed system, say the rail- 
road officials. 


The Board of Public Utilities issued 
the following statement yesterday in 
regard to the new system: 

In connection with the local trans- 
portation situation In Los Angeles, it 
ig the desire of the Board of Public 
Utilities to secure the best possible 
service in every way. 

In all forms of trans on the 
rate of speed obtainable in covering 
Shy distance is very largely dependent 
upon the number of intervening stops 
that are made. 

In transcontinental service on the 
steam roads itt is only possible to 
make fast time by the elimination of 
the greatest number of stops possible. 
The higher speeds obtainable through 
@lévated or subway service in the 
~ Jarger cities is possible only through 
the less frequent stops. If an elevated 
train were to stop at every street 
crossing as the surface cars do, it 
would not be possible to make any 
better time than can be made on &@ 
surface track. 

With the growth of the city and the 
extension of lines out inte the outly- 
ing districts, it is very desirable to 
reduce the required running time for 
All trips as much as possible, consist- 
ent with reasonable safety. As ele- 
~ Wated lines and subways probably will 
not be available for service in Los An- 
les for some years to come, the only 
means available at present for reduc- 
img the time for trips throughout the 
che seems to be the elimination of 
of the stops now made at prac- 
Ny all street intersections. 

While the board has not made an 
fnvestigation to determine the exact 
amount of time that might be saved 
on any particular trip by thé elim- 

n of half of the stops, we de- 

e it tis fair to estimate that under 
erdinary conditions a saving of one- 
fourth of the time now taken when 
stepping at every street crossing, could 
be saved. This expedient we under-

It is not the desire of the board to 
ferce on the patrons of the roads any 
changes we do not believe would be to 
the ultimate benefit of those served, 
we confidently trust that after it 
given a fair and reasonable trial, 
the patrons will be pleased with the 
better serviee made possibile.

Dance Hall Law Passes. : 

The new dance-hall ordinance pre- 
pared by City Prosecutor Nimmo and 
Police Commissioner McDill was 
unanimously adopted by the City 
Council yesterday. This ordinance is 
declared by the Police Commission to 
contain all the commendable provi- 
sions of the proposed initiative ordi- 
nance and the best features of the 
one now in force. The ordinance 
bears the emergency clause, but the 
Mayor stated last evening that he did 
not believe there is necessity to rush 
it through and make jt effective until 
after the people have had the oppor- 
tunity to vote on the initiative ordi- 
nance. 

Vehicle License Ordinance. 

After having considered six or seven 
different drafts of the proposed vehicle 
license ordinance, and having given 
numerous public hearings to vehicle 
owners and organisations, the City 
Council's Legislation Committee was 
practically repudiated yesterday when 
it brought in its final report, and the 
Council voted to empower its presi- 
dent to appoint a special committee 
to deal with this problem. 

A hitch arose on the first section, 
which proposed to tax pleasure ve- 
hicles of all character $5 per year. 
Members of the Légisiation Commit- 
tee declared they had given the ordi- 
Rance their best work, and Council- 
man Andrews suggested that a new 
legisiation committee should be cre- 
ated, as its work did not seem satis- 
factory to the Council as a whole. 
President Williams has not yet an- 
nounced his special committee. 

To Regulate Traffic. 

The amendments to the traffic ordi- 
nance that propose to limit the time 
within which vehicles may stand in 
the congested downtown district, and 
which were fully outlined in The 
Times a few days ago, were adopted 
by the City Council yesterday and the 
law will become effective in thirty 
days. 

City Hau Brevities. 

The City Auditor maintains that 
there is no money in the municipal 
budget for the proposed employment 
bureau, but that the $8000 in the bud- 
get is for a municipal lodging-house 
and cannot be used for the proposed 
bureau. The subject has been referred 
to the Finance Committee. 

A resolution was adopted by the 
City Council yesterday authorizing 
proceedings for securing of a neces- 
sary right of way for the aqueduct 
power Une through the San Fernan- 
do Valley. 

What gave promise of developing 
into a “hot” investigation of the City 
Engineer's office, cooled down to noth- 
ing yesterday when the Council voted 
simply to fill the Hamlin report on the 
irregularities en the Arroyo de la Brea 
storm drain proceedings, whereby a 
$600,000 piece of work is held up and 
the city must entall an additional 
$2000 expense. Councilmen Reed and 
Topham wanted a further investiga- 


One vote was lacking yesterday to 
enable the Council to override the 
Mayor's veto of the ordinance creating 
a new undertaking zone at No. 5600 
Central avenue. There were 6 votes 
to pass the ordinance, but 7 were re- 
quired, and the Mayor's veto was sus- 
tained. 

The Council yesterday sustained the 
Protest of property owners on Broad- 
way. between Sixth’ and Seventh 
street, to the repaving of that block. 
A majority of the frontage was rep- 
resented. .

GERMAN SAYS THINGS ABOUT HIS 
OWN FATHER.

Alleges Sire Alienated Affcctions 
of His Wife and Refused to Give 


Max Jahnke filed two suits yester- 
day against his father, Adolph Jahnke, 
proprietor of the Jahnke Cafe. One is 
to recover a halt interest in the bust- 
ness, Valued at $15,000, and the other 
for $50,000 damages for the alienation 
of the affection of his wife. 

The story in the compiaint harks 
back to  Leichtenberg, Germany, 
where Max and his family lived, Max 
pursuing his trade as a butcher. He

rinclosing $150 to help defray the ex- 


penses of the trip. 

Max left Germany with his wife and 
two children August 22, arriving in 
Los Angeles the following September. 
He asserts his father impressed on 
him the fact that the cafe business 
was profitable and that he could do 
better here than in Germany. He 
says he accepted a menial position in 
the cafe, working from September un- 
til January. His wife also worked in 
the cafe as cashier, both assisting in 
building up the business. Their joint 
services, he alleges, earned them 
$11.50 a week, and included board 
and lodging. 

He alleges that his father, without 
cause, discharged him January 8, al- 
though he alleges he had been prom- 
ised a partnership in the business. The 
reasonable market value of the busi- 
ness. he says, was $30,000. 

The other cause for complaint 18 
the alleged fact that his father fur- 
nished money to his wife to return to 
Germany with the children, and he 
alleges Jahnke, Sr., alienated her af- 
fection from him. She refuses to re- 
turn. 
WHO SHOT LAD? 

4 PUZZLER FOR COURT. 

Who shot Lee Baker, a colored boy, 
at the Vernon arena the day of the 
Kilbane-Attell fight? This question 
was fought over in Judge Wood's 
court yesterday. Suit was brought by 
Mrs. Emma A. Baker, the mother of 
Lee, against the Pacific Athletic Club 
for $5000. 

The story unfolded yesterday was 
that Lee sustained two wounds. The 
shooting is alleged to have occurred 
at the rear of the arena after an exit 
had been broken down. One witness 
said he saw Charles P. McHugh with 
a revolver in his hand. McHugh tes- 
tified he was handed a revolver but 
passed it back again. He not only 
did not shoot, but testified he did not 
hear a shot fired for the reason that 
as the door fell, he was struck on the 
top of the head with a bottle and 
heard a Niagara Falls roaring in his 
head. 

McHugh was taken to the Receiving 
Hospital and said that Lee, who was 
also lying on a cot, pointed out an- 
other man, an officer at Vernon, as 
the one who shot him. The testimony 
was not concluded yesterday. 

Tom McCarey was a witness and 
corrected Attorney Blair, counsel for 
Baker when he reterred to the Kil- 
bane-Attel affair as a “fight... Me- 
Carey said it was a boxing contest. 
Earl Rogers and Frank Dehm repre- 
sent the Pacific Athletic Club. 


ANOTHER HEIR? 
PETITION NOT GRANTED. 

The petition of Mrs. Kate C. Trout, 
widow of the late John S. Trout, a 
soldier of the Civil War, for letters of 
administration on his estate, was not 
granted by Judge Rives yesterday. 
There is a prospect of a fight over his 
estate.

While 
he was at the Soldiers’ Home he pro- 
posed to his wife, and stated if she 
would nurse him, as he was feeble, 
and would help support him, paying 
the interest on a mortgage covering 
property he owned and defray the 
purchase price of other property, he 
would make his will in her favor. 
Trout died suddenly without having 
made a will. 


WIFE LOSES Sor. 
HUSBAND'S PLEA WINS. 


William Lynch was vindicated by 
Judge Willik yesterday when the 
court denied Mrs. Lynch’s sult for a 
decree of divorce. Lynch came here 
from Texas to contest the suit. His 
wife charged him_with having failed 
to provide for her. Lynch said the 
trouble arose when Mrs. Lynch re- 
turned home from a Socialist meet- 
ing with a Socialist. 

Judge Willis in denying the decree 
said he thought Lynch has done the 
best he could to provide for his wife 
and child. The testimony showed he 
sent her money every manth from 
place to place as he obtained work. 

Previous to the trial of the divorce 
suit Mrs. Lynch swore out a com- 
plaint for failure to provide. Lynch 
was arrested, and after the divorce 
trial he was released on his own 
recognizance. 


COUSINS FIGHT un. 
ALLEGE UNDUE INFLUENCE. 
Three first cousins of the late 

Shoapin Caspar, two of whom live 
in Turkey and Bulgaria and the other 
in Massachusetts, attack his will, al- 
leging that he was influenced in leav- 


Ainley. The estate is represented to 
be worth about $60,000. 

Caspar lived a retired life in this 
city. Emily Ainley is sald by Attor- 
ney Randall, representing Sahman 
Babik, Artin Babik and Ohanes Babik, 
the cousins, to have become acquaint- 
ed with Caspar in Massachusetts.

SAYS IT’S VALID. 
COURT DEFINES INTENT. 


Judge Finlayson has upheld the 
constitutionality of the rooming- 
house ordinance. The ordinance was 


attacked by Joe Garcia and Varrie

Davis on the ground that it is de- 
clared to be a criminal act to resort 
to a rooming- house, hotel or lodging- 
house with intent to commit an act 
aimed at in the ordinance, and it 
was attempted to release them on 4 
writ of habeas corpus.

Quan Gim Gow, who was convicted 
by a jury of murder in the second 
degree, following the slaying of Chin 
Hoy Hing at a Chinese gambling 
joint on Apablassa street, May 25 last, 
will move for a new trial next 
Wednesday. His attorney, Jud Rush, 
was granted the time by Judge Mc- 
Cormick. It is understood he will 
follow this with an appeal to the 
higher court, if the motion is denied. 

Quan Gim Gow is alleged to be a 
gunman, and although he denied he 
fired the shot that killed Hing, one 
of the bullets found in the latter's 
body was of the same caliber as 
those found in Quan's revolver. 

Witnesses testified that the shoot- 
ing was done by two men, whom they 
vaguely described. Quan admits he 
was in the joint when the fracas be- 
gan.

ITY ENGINEER 
_ STRIKES BACK. 


DENIES STATEMENTS MADE BY 
HARBOR COMMITTEE. 
— 
Answers Criticisms in Report to 
Advisory Board and His Sentiments 
are Indorsed by It-——Gives Data in 
Refutation of Alicged Mistakes and 
Vacillauon. | 


City Engineer Hamlin yesterday 
filed with the Harbor Advisory Board 
a long reply to the criticisms of the 
Harbor Investigating Committee of 
the Citizens’ Committee of One Thous- 
and resulting from the committee's 
recent research into harbor matters. 

“The statement,” says Hamlin, 
“that I did not appear before the so- 
called Harbor Investigating Commit- 
tee is true, but I was not notified sev- 
eral times, and the committee was not 
obliged to send me a registered let- 
ter. The registered letter was re- 
ceived after arrangements had been 
completed for other work.” 

Answering the committee's finding 
that the cost of wharves showed wide 
variance between the engineer's esti- 
mate and the contract price for their 
construction Hamlin says: 

“The estimate of $100 per foot was 
for a reinforced-concrete wharf twen- 
ty-eight feet wide, where the ground 
back of the wharf was either filled 
or naturally up to low-tide line, and 
that but a small amount of riprap 
was required. No estimate of-a rein- 
forced concrete wharf on the Hunt- 
ington concession costing $100 per 
foot has ever been made by the en- 
gineer’s department. A comparison 
of estimates as all referring to the 
Huntington concession wharf is un- 
fair, misleading and wholly unjustified 
by the facts and records of the city, 
which were at all times accessible to 
the Harbor Investigating Committee.” 

After going at considerable length 
into the details of the wharf esti- 
mates, and the refusal of the United 
States engineer to approve of the 
original plans, Hamlin continues: 

“It must not be assumed that any 
money has or will be wasted because 
the city authorities did not settle the 
matter of dyke construction with the 
United States engineer prior to let- 
ting the contract. There is no reason 
to believe that the engineer would 
have approved any dyke providing 
less protection even if the matter had 
been taken up with him prior to the 
beginning of work. No error what- 
ever was made in the original plan 
or estimates, and the additional rock 
was used solely upon the demand of 
the United States engineer.” 

Engineer Hamlin denies the in- 
vestigating committee's finding: 

“That by tentative plans on file in 
the City Engineer's office for the de- 
velopment of the tidelands in the in- 
ner harbor, it is intended to dredge 
a series of slips along the east chan- 
nel. These slips, as shown by the 
maps submitted, were planned to abut 
the right of way of the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad, and the Wilmington 
Channel, already dredged, was to be 
one of these slips. No provision was 
made in these plans for the construc- 
tion of a public road or boulevard or 
for reserving the right of way for a 
municipal belt line of railroad so that 
the general public would have access 
to all of these slips, leaving transpor- 
tation therefrom a practical monopoly 
in the hands of the Southern Pacific 
Company.” 


above was ever prepared or placed 
on file in the City Engineer’s office 
since I have been in charge. A map 
showing proposed slips has been pre- 
pared by this department, arid is now 
on file in the Harbor Office at San 
Pedro. This plan meets with the ap- 
proval of Mr. Goodrich, consulting en- 
gineer. 

“The shortest distance from any of 
the proposed slips to the Southern 
Pacific Railroad right of way is about 


300 feet, and this is at a point where 
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the harbor lines as proposed coincide 
with the harbor lines as established 
by the government. At no other 


point are the ends of proposed slips 


closer than about 400 feet from said 
right of way, while at other points 
they are as much as 750 feet distant. 

“In fact, ample room has been re- 
served for streets, railroads, mu- 
nicipally or otherwise owned, and for 
warehouses. The slips as proposed do 
not abut the right of way of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company 
and no shortening of the slips will 
be necessary. The statement above 
quoted is not borne out by the facts.” 

In conclusion Hamlin takes a part- 
ing shot at the committee. 

“T note,” he says, “that the com- 
mittee is ‘reluctantly forced to the 
aonclusion that Mr. Hamlin could not 
have explained his engineering mis- 
takes and vacillating policy as dis- 
closed by the evidence.’ Of course, 
the committee is at liberty to express 
any conclusion it desires, and the 
conclusion above expressed the 
only one I expected from what I read 
of their methods of procuring the evi- 
dence. 

“J will say, however, that I have 
no engineering mistakes to explain 
nor vacillations in policy to account 
for.” 

The Harbor Advisory Board 
adopted a resolution indorsing every- 
thing that Hamlin said in his report 
and expressing “its fullest confidence 
in the ability and integrity of its chief 
engineer.”

On Whitney’s promise to leave Los 
Angeles and live where the sun shines 
more than it does here—if such 4 
place can be found—the court re- 
leased him on a thirty-day suspended 
sentence.
